City and Church of Corinth. - Cf 
” The City was feated/on the. necke of Land; 
P | which parts 'Peloponeſus from the reſt of Greece, 
—— very convenicnt'for trathque,” by. reaſon of the. 
meeting of two Seas there,whence it is tearmed by: Horace; bima=. 
ris Corinthus, Corinth that was waſhed by rw Sex ; the one fic 
tobring in Commodities from 7Ttaly, Cicily, and other Countries: 
rowards the South and Welt, the other fit-ro bring in Commodi- 
ties from Aſia, Macedonia, and other Countries towards the Eaſt 
and North. By reaſon of which conventencies, and the Grecian 
ames exerciſed neare toit, Which drew a great confluence of peo- 
ple thither, and ſome other caules, that City grew very populous 
and rich, and this made them ( as uſually it doth) luxurious 
proud : whereby they became infolent, and by their haughty ſpee- 


ches provoked the Romans todeſtroy that City under the Condu&.

it recovered quickly its fermer beaury nd wealth, |

this Epiltle S* Pax! hath put his by a fiction. Bur. he that thall 
reade chap.1. ver.11,12,13,14,15,16,17. may calily perccive by 
the relation of this {chiſme from thote of Coe, that che Apoſtle 
intended to ſet downe a hiſtgry of that they did, now in narra- 
tions of fats done, no man uſerh ſuch a iQtion, 2. He uſeth the 
name of Chriſt without a tition, ver. 12. in. the ſame relation ; 
ſurely then che names of thote Apoſtles too. 73,-10 make it yer 
clearer, he utetharguments to diſſwade them from theſe ſchiſines 
in his name., And rocleare himiclte as no occaſion or abettour of 
them, though'his name were uted, he alledgeth: a thing- or acci- 
dent meerely perlonall, ver.14,15,16,17.

Ut what then is the glorying in the true Teachers here for- 
bidden ? 
To this I anſwer, 1. Negatively, 2. Aftirmatively. Negatively 
F ſay, 1, Thatit'is not the niet ag the Apoltles above other 
Miniſters,by aſcribing to them an eminent, and extraordinary au- 
thoricy in aſſuring us of the will of God, and in eſtabliſhing the 
Churches. For as they had donbtlefle ſingular power in working 
miracles and in giving the holy Ghoſt, ſo had they infallible gat- 
dance of the Spirit of Chriſt in what they tanghe, according toour 
Sayiours promiſe, 7oh.16.13. Howbeit When he, the Spirit of 
truth i come, he will guide you into all truth, for he Bun wot 
eake of himſelfe ; but whatſoever he ſhall heare, that ſhall be 
eake, and he will ſhew you things to come. , 2, That it is not the 
giving of that regard to the true Teachers, which is due to them as 
Nliniſters of Chriſt. For the Elders that rule well, are to be ac- 
counted worthy of double honour, eſpecially they who labour in 
the word and doEtrine, 1.7m.5.17. 3, That it isnot the proper 
love to eſteeme of, and rejoycing in ſome as our fathers in Chriſt, 
az the Apoltle calls himlelfe,x Cor.4.15. for which caufe*cis like- 
ly Paul told Philemon,that he dis. owe h4mſelfe unto him, Philem..

only Teacher, for his ſingular knowledge in the myſtery of Chriſt, 
of which we reade, Ephe/.3.3,4. Some delighted only in Apolos, 
becauſe of his cloquenee, of which we reade, A: 18.24. Some 
magnified Peter, as n0n-paril, whether by reaſon of his terve 
and zeale, or his ſeeming dignity among the Apoſtles, which 
ſeemes to be intimated, 2 Cor.12,11, Gal.2,9., Now this branch 
of inordinate glorying in men, the Apoſtle doth ſtudiouſly forbid, 
as conſidering that this was the egge outof which their conten- 
tions were hatched, and perhaps forefeeing that in time, out of it 
would ſpring Prelaticall greatnefſe, and Antichriſtian tyranny ; 
therefore the Apoſtle forbids this, 1 Cor.4.6. that they ſhould be 
puffed up for one againſt another : 10 itis uſuall for kearers to take 
an inordinate affe&tion, to have an' inordinate 'eſteeme of ſome 
Preachers, and' thereupon ro conn them 'theirs, to glory to be 
their followers, diſdaiming all others as not to. be named with 
them, though Teachers of truth : becauſe they have an high con- 
ccit of their learning, wit, eloquence, holineſſe or the like quality. 
2. When the ſo-magnified Teachers, are eſteemed not as ſervants 
to a higher Maſter, but 'as Maſters themſelves. * And that thus it 
was with thofe Corinthians, it may be gathered in that the Apo- 
ſtle doth ſo diligently admoniſh them to looke higher then him- 
ſelfe or Apollos, that they might not eſteeme them authqurs of 
vheir faith. .

Ut the evill of this fin is moſt cleerely ſeen in the perniciorts 
effeRs that are conſequent upon it, which are many : As 1. it 
is a dire cauſe of ſchiſmes z: ſo it was Pract: re Corinthians; 
their glorying in Paul, epollos, Cephas, made them fay, 7 ans of 
Panl, I am of Apollos, I am of Cephas : it cauſeth the people to 
divide themſelves one from another, under different Teachers, in 
whom they glory : and it cauſerh Teachers to fever thoſe that af 
fed them, from other teachers whom they affe& not fo mach: 
far occaſio facit furem, advantage to doe evill is z great incitement 
to attempt it, Sundry are the canſes of ſchiſmes, ſometimes the 
pride, tyranny, heterodoxie of the Teachers, and then they are ju- 
{tifiable in the people, the power of Paſtors not being Lordly, but 
fatherly, pedo nen ſceptro, not in a compulfory, bur a direory 
way : ſometimes the cauſeleſle hatred or contempt of the people 
| rowards ſome Paſtors ; the vaine eſteeme, light atfe&ion towards 
others cauſeth a ſchiſme ; and then the Paſtours are free, the people 
are under the guilt. And it is no ſimall fin, whether from the Pa- 
ſtours or peoples priding in guifts that a ſchiſme is made ; whereas 
the end of Gods Spirit in beſtowing of guifts is, that chere might 
be no [chiſme in the body, but that the members ſhould have the 
ſame Care one for another, 1 Cor.1 2.25. Now ſchiſmes are contra» 
ry to Chriſtian unity and love, cauſe great alteration of heart in 
one member from: another, ſubſtration of muruall helps, hin- 
derance in the growth of the body, negleR of praying one for ano- 
ther ; yea bitterneſle, diſdaine,hatred,and theetfefts of theſe, decli- 
ning of ſociety, excommunicating each other, and atlaft violence, 
andbloud ,and theſe are bad enongh. ER 
2. The'prohibited glory ing in men, doth expoſe the Chriſtian 
profeſſion” to obloquy and contermpr, ” NE AICINE 
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- ofthe Chritian proteſſion, -tharrhey hatie one body, one. ſpirit," one 
Lord,one faith,one baptiſme,one God and Father of all, Epheſ.4.- 
5,6, by theglorying in ſome. Teachers afore others,: the Chriſtian. 
tociety is made like the ſeverall Schooles of Philoſophers, ſome fol- 
lowing P/4ro,ſome Priſtor/e,lome Zeno,lome Epicarus; their do-. 
Arines accounted bur as the proper opinions or pacicy of ſeverall 
teachers; not proceeding from one and the ſame Spirit of God,bur 
ſingularity of conceit ; ard zale for them is conceived to ariſe, not 
from a certaine knowledge of heavenly. truth, but from ſtrength of 
fancie,and peculiar humour: which thing is a great ſtumbling block 
to thoſe that are withour; keeping them back , from embracing the 
truth,and an occaſion of laying op:n the profeſſion of it to derifion, 

. 3. By glorying in men, as there is an over high eſteeme of the 
guifts of ſome, ſo.there is an undervaluing of the guifrs of others : 
whick thing as it is an unworthy abuſe of choſe various guiftsChriſt 
giveth to his Church, - {o doth it inferre an injurious imputarion to 
the Spirit of God by whom they are beſtowed. For as it is faid,- 
Prov.17.5. #ho- ſo mocketh the poore,reproacheth his maker Who 
made him ſuch : \oit may be ſaid by parity of reaſon; he that def- 
piſeth thole that are of ſmall guifts, reproacheth the Spirit of God, 
as.if he were defeive in his guifts ; waereas the variety of guifts, 
and the beſtowing of them in different meaſures,ſers forth the full- 
nefle and freeng le of Gods Spirit, Who worketh all thoſe, dividing 
to every man ſeverally as he will,1 Cor.12.11. 

4. By the inordinate glorying in ſome, and deſpiſing of others, 
the deipiled perſons are often diſcouraged and diſhcartned, to the 
detriment of the Church of God, and the grievance of the deſpiſed, 
For the remembrance of contempr, is apt to cauſe dejetedneſſe 
and gricfc of heart, which al wayes benums a mans ſpirit,and enfee- 
blus him,and clogges him in his work : Thus the heart is made fad, 

.which ſhoul& not be made ſad.;, and the ſparke that ſhould be 

blowne up by incouragements-that it may flame forth, is extin- 
quilhed, and: che Spirit quenched, contrary to the Apoſtles war- 
ning,T Theſ.5.19 20. | 

5. By glorying in Teachers, it falls out that they are puffed up 
and perverted 3 much experience hath confirmed this as true, that 
popular applauſe hath filled Teachers with vaine glory, and made 
them adulterate the word of God to pleale their auditors. S* Paul 
tells us of the falſe Apoltkes among the Galatians,Gal.4.17. that

6. Thisglorying in men, begets anaptnefſe to receive rheirer- 
rours,to infitate their actions,, which. is:the ſeed of hereſies and ſu- 
perltjtions 2, for admiration and doting love: to. a perſon, eaſily 
drawf&-the admirers, to a blind obedience; umplicit faichin them, 
to an in{laving of chr judgements, {0 as'\ wrare imverba Magi- 
fri. It isgblerved by anhiltorian,: that afore- the miſcarriage of 
Conrade the Emperour, and Lewes the French King, in their expe- 
dition to the Holy Land, to-which S* Bersards Sermons iperſwa- 
ded, the people were: too mach tranſported-with an high-opinion 
of him and his direRtions;-as if chat arrow: conld nor mille the 
marke that came out of .S* Bernards/bowe.: Any. thing iseafily 
received from him that we over-much love, Aﬀc&ion makes men 
take downe falfitics, as the rowling in ſugar doth-make che ſto- 
macke (wallow bitter pills ; as it: befell, Fxſizs, who lo admired 
Fimbria's eloquence,that he imitated wirhall his ill!<fayoured taces 
and broad ſpeaking. And God doth often leave the admired Tea- 
Cchers toerre, for triall of the pe@ple, as Vincent, Lizin. ob{irves, 
alleadging the ſpeech of God,D exr.13.3.and theadmirers of them 
to receive errour, according to his jult judgements, 25;
